Township Treasurer G. Lee Stout 
presented tils monthly statement of the 
township aeoounta at the Committee 
meeting oh Monday afternoon. The 
baieaoe oo hand at the beginning* of 
July was $7,501.63; received from the 
oolle^tor during the month, $1,000; db- 
burtsmeots during July, 6,742.56 ; total 
disbursemeuts for the current year to 
tb« end of July, $19,202.25; balance in 
treasury, $1,759.07. Bille aggregating 
several thousand dollars were ordered 
paid on Monday afternoon, and In order 
u> meet the demand on the treasury it 
was decided to have the township note 
for $10,000 discounted In anticipation of 
taxes. 

Assessor Baxter appeared before the 
Committee and gave an account of his 
experience at the meeting of the County 
Hoard of Assessors, the substance of 
which was published in Tbs Citizen last 
week. The Committee directed the 
Ansessor to unit from the tax levy this 
year the one million dollars Increase 
imposed ou the town by the County 
Hoard, and also directed Township 
Couusel Barrett to co-operate with the 
counsels of the other townships that 
propose to resist the actlou of* the 
County Board. . 

Another long discussion took place 
user the relation of the Mouotaluslde 
Hospital to the township; It was occa¬ 
sioned by the statement of Overseer of 
the Poor C. L. Voorhees that he had 
experienced difficulty in gettfng Theo¬ 
dore Smith admitted to the hospital, the 
matron having declined to admit him 
without a permit from either Mrs. Amzl 
Dodd or Mrs. Dr. W. H. White. Messrs. 
Beach, Gilbert, and Stout expressed 
differing views oa the subject. Mr. 
stout was appointed a committee of one 
to confer with the Hospital Association 
and settle on n definite policy to be 
pursued lu relatiou to township patients. 
Tt* bill for the care of Ann Snyder at 
the fcospitaJ, amounting to $175, was 
ordered paid. > » 

The fire ordinance was adopted and 
orJered published. The changes in the 
ordinance relate to the percentage of 
duty to be performed by out-of- 
town firemen in order to be eligible to 
the benefit of exemption from taxation. 
The ordinance provides that "O. T.V 
shall perform at least Go per cent, of 
duty between the hours of 7 -Ip. m and 
Y a. m. The other change relates to 
leave of absence. Members contemplat¬ 
ing temporary absence from town must 
apply to the foreman of their company 
for ticket I of leave In order to be ex¬ 
cused. 

Welland 3. Cooper tendered his resig¬ 
nation of the office of Superintendent of 
the Firs-Alarm System. The Committee 
endeavored to persuade Chief Engineer 
Johnson to assume the duties of the 
office, but Mr. Johnson de« lined. The

Westminster’* Hoc let v WU1 Help the 
serving Poor of BloomAold. 

The Christian Endeavor Society that 
was organized by the young people of 
Westminster Presbyterian Church last 
winter has proved a great success. The 
meetings have been better attended than 
ever before, many more have taken part 
in them, and the members aey that the 
young people’s meetings have been of 
more help to them than any of the other 
services.

He suggested that the Society 
take the relief of this family Into its 
hands, and said that now was a good 
time to organize a systematic plan of 
helplug the deserving poor of BloOm* 
field. 

In accordance with the suggestion e 
Missionary Committee le to be appointed, 
whose duty it will be to report such 
oases of destitution as they can find to 
the Society, and pecuniary or whatever 
other assistance is needed will be given. 


Awaiting Ik* Action of tko 

The young men Interested in the en¬ 
terprise which le to furnish e district 
messenger and telegraph service In the 
town are waltlug patiently for the Town 
Committee to take some decided action 
in regard to the request of the company 
for permission to run wires through the 
streets of the town. 

Mr. Lockwood of the Legal Committee 
reported the matter favorably on Mon¬ 
day afternoon, subject to the following 
provisions: Permission should be given 
to the parties as individuals and not as 
a corporation. The company must shew 
to the Committee the consent In writing 
of the Western Union Telegraph Com¬ 
pany and other companies to use their 
poles. No new poles are to be erected 
without the consent of property owners 
end the Town Committee. Under no 
circumstance is the franchise to he 
tr*Deferrable. The restrictions ere Im¬ 
posed for the express purpose s< pre¬ 
venting the franc hire fnilh 
hands of other parties than those 
It is Intended by the Committee to 
courage In n local enterprise.

Thought They Should Ring Ike Hell. 

Complaint has been made that the po¬ 
lice of this town are too lax with the 
wheelmen, and that the ordinance relat¬ 
ing to blcycle-rldlng on the sidewalk la 
flagrantly violated. The Township Com¬ 
mittee should engage the service* of 
Chief of Polic Bants of Hackensack for a 
few weeks. He would doubtless enforce 
the ordinance with a vigor that would 
astound the Intrepid wheelmen, as the 
following will show : "The Hackensack 
township authorities recently passed the 
lamp and bell ordinance to apply to bi¬ 
cyclists riding at night.

It seems like extortion on the part of 
the water company to exact $gu per 
annum for hydrants In that auction of 
the town when they are fully aware that 
they are useless for any practical pur¬ 
pose. It also seems like a waste of 
money oo the part of the Town Com¬ 
mittee to order hydrants placed there. 
The property-owners there insist on 
having the water*main, and theooiipaoy 
Will not extend the main unless the hy¬ 
drants are ordered. The company, it 
should be stated, Is not at all anxious to 
eiteid' the tuiln in the Glen Ridge 
district, as they are aware of the dls- 
wlth the service that exists 
The erection of e supply reservoir 
In < o Ridge would necessarily Involve 
of considerable money. The 
oontmet with Hie Orange Water Com¬ 
pany expiree shortly, and it Is not at all 
oertejn that It will be renewed, conse¬ 
quently the company cannot be expected 
to go to any great expenditure ou Its 
plant In this town. If the people of

Resldeots of Watseesing are very 
much agitated over the proposal of the 
East Orange township officlab to erect 
a crematory at the Disposal Works ou 
Glenwood Avenue for the purpose of 
burning the refuse from the works. At 
the present time the sewage that arrives 
at the works is supposed to be chemically 
treated and pressed and the offal carted 
to the East Orange poor farm and buried 
there. The stuff b said to be useless as 
a fertilizing material and Is accumulat¬ 
ing In auch quantities that It has be¬ 
come a serious problem what to do with 
It. It costs the town about $700 a year 
for cartage. The plan to burn it will 
effectually make away with the stuff and 
save the township the expense of cart¬ 
age. 

The Disposal Works is denounced as a 
nuisance by the people residing near it, 
and it b believed that the new scheme 
will moke it much more so. Thb matter 
affects the people of thb town more than 
It does thst of East Orange. If it proves 
a nuisance It will be the poople of this 
town who will suffer from It and not the 
people of East Orange. 

The experiment of burning the refuse 
was tried at the works some time ago. It 
crested such s stench that Samuel H. 
Baxter, who was then Health Inspector, 
was appealed to and had it stopped. 

In locating the disposal works where 
they did the East Orange authorities 
seem to have acted on the theory that 
Bloomfield was of no consequence, and 
Its peopls could not readily distinguish 
between the odor of muck and roses. 
No such thing as the disposal works 
would have been tolerated in the vicinity 
of Main Street, East Orange. The 
Township Committee of Bloomfield 
should Inform Itself as to the Intention 
of East Orange In respect to this new 
move at the dbpoeal works. Bloom¬ 
field's vigilant Health Inspector should 
be on the alert, and If he can succeed in 
doing away with the works by having It 
condemned as n nuisance he will cooler 
n hensfll on hb own town 

Thb town Is now spending thousands 
of dollars to get rid of its own sewage. 
The atuff now run Into Second River by 
East Orange Is Just as filthy as if the 
sewage was run directly Into the stream, 
and If It Is to be tolerated the building 
of an outlet sewer b an unnecessary ex¬ 
pense, for Bloomfield could make direct 
use of the stream, and has as much right 
to do so as East Orange. The public 
will look to Inspector Oorby in this 
matter. He has the law on his side, 
and It b expected he will be adroit 
enough not to be hoodwinked by East 
Orange. 

A Double Funeral In W tlMuIni 

A double funeral, in charge of Under¬ 
taker A. B. McDougall, took place In 
Wataeeslng Thursday afternoon, when 
John Bauseweln, aged sixty-six, and his 
wife Mary, aged sixty-five, were buried. 
Mr. Bsuseweln died oo Monday from 
heart trouble, and hb wife died on Wed¬ 
nesday from paralysis and dropsy. Both 
had been 111 for a long time. The Rev. 
Dr. H. W. Seibert of the German Presby¬ 
terian Church officiated at the funeral. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bauseweln were residents 

of thb town about thirty-five years. 
Mr. Bauseweln was a hatter by oc¬ 
cupation, and had of Ute conducted a 
grocery store oo Willow Street. They 
leave three children, August Bauseweln. 
Rachel, wife of of Charles Blincox, and 
Louisa, wife of William Bouton.
